1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention 
is found allowable because no art could be found addressing the needed transparency 
combination of photoinitiators required in the instant claim language. Rohde et al (4,935,320) 
give reason to avoid curing in 365 405 and 436 region for a photoadhesive, Ichikawa et al is 
cited three times because this examiner cannot get the software to cancel out the extra boxes on 
the electronic form required to form this Office Action. Ichikawa et al shows in the Figure why 
matching wavelengths is complex for choice of photo curing initiators.
